SO YOU’RE READY 
TO RETIRE AND 
SETTLE DOWN TO 
THE GOOD LIFE 


(Continued from August issue) 


If an architect improperly de- 
signed a roofing system in 
November of 1979 and the claim 
for damage is brought in February 
of 1980, there would be no 
coverage under “A” because the 
occurrence happened before the 
policy period. On the other ha 
there would be coverage un 
“B” because the “claim” wa 
made within the policy period. 

By now you're asking yourself: 
“What does all this have to do with 
an architect or engineer leaving the 
profession or transferring employ- 
ment to another firm?" The answer 
is simple. If you do not make sure 
you are a named insured on a 
policy for a sufficient period of time 
after separation from the business 
and understand which type of 
coverage (A or B) is provided 
under the policy of insurance, you 
may be facing a substantial and 
possibly colossal law suit without 
insurance protection. If the 
defense is lost and a verdict or 
award is rendered, all your hard 
earned assets are in jeopardy. 

There are certain safeguards 
which you should consider in 
order to prevent this potential 
catastrophe. 

If you plan to retire in the very 
near future and you intend to sell 
your interest in the firm, whether 
it be a professional corporation, 
partnership or sole practitioner it 
is essential that the agreemen 
purchase contain a provision 


ranting that your name shall ap- 
pear as a named insured in the 
firm's policy of insurance. Further, 
you must remain as a named in- 
sured for a period exceeding at 
least six (6) years after the ‘‘accep- 
tance, occupancy or use of the last 
completed improvement” wherein 
you performed some type of 
design service. 

Any claims arising out of an in- 
jury to persons or property made 
upon or after the sixth year an- 
niversary date, at least in most 
cases would be abrogated. 

If you have already retired your 
interest or have left a firm or part- 
nership without securing the agree- 
ment, | would strongly recom- 
mend obtaining coverage now. It 
is my understanding that there are 
available policies of insurance 
which offer a special coverage for 
his interim period of time (6 
ars). These policies are general- 
at a more attractive rate. 
Caveat: Before you calculate the 
number of years since your last 
design service in an attempt to 
make a decision relative to the 
discontinuance of insurance 
coverage, you should review with 
an attorney the class or type of 
client you have performed services 
for over the years. The purpose 
behind this recommendation in- 
volves the potential effect upon the 
application of the six (6) year 
Statute of Limitations if your client 
or class of improvement is of a type 
which may circumvent that provi- 
sion. For example: An engineer 
performing design services involv- 
ing sewer improvements for the 
United States Government may 
not be subject to the state Statute 
of Limitations. Thus the United 
States Government may choose to 
pursue the engineer even after the 
six (6) year period has passed. 
Therefore, it would behoove those 
design professionals who have per- 
formed services for the United 
States Government to consider ex- 
nding their coverage even 
yond the six (6) years. 


A brief analysis of your legal ex- 
posure relative to the insurance 
coverage issue is a simple and ex- 
pedient process which once ac- 
complished will afford a contented 
retirement or ease of mind upon 
moving out of a corporate or pro- 
fessional relationship.
